Toxic Metals 
in Arkansas 
WaterSources 


•WASHINGTON (AP) — State 
health departments are being 
alerted to an Interior Depart- 
ment report showing unaccep- 
table levels of poisonous metals 
in more than 50 public water 
sources. 


Interior released Tuesday re- 


sults of a nationwide spot check 
showing dangerously high lev- 
els of arsenic or cadmium in 12 
waterways used to supply pub- 
lic water systems. These sub- 
Stances are not removed by or- , 
' dinary water treatment. 


The department's Geological 


Survey, which performed the 
water sampling last fall, re- 
ported undesirable arsenic con- 
centrations in more than 40 oth- 
er public water sources. 


Equally high levels of these 


and other toxic metals—lead, 
mercury and zinc—were found 
in more than a hundred water 
samples 
taken 
downstream 


from municipal-industrial com- 
plexes, and even in a few sam- 
ples from areas remote from 
human activity. 


The survey said high levels of 


these metals were not wide- 
spread although the data "in- 
dicate potential problems in a 
few areas." 


Public water sources were re- 


ported to contain unsafe levels 
of arsenic or cadmium at 12 lo- 
cations in North Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Illinois, Loui- 
sisna, Missouri and Pennsylva- 
nia. 


And more than 40 public wa- 


ter sources were at or above 
PHS-recommended limits for 
arsenic in 19 states. 


Geological 
Survey's 
study 


was prompted by last year's 
discovery that poisonous mer- 
cury was finding its way into 
man's food supply through the 
waterways. 


The survey reported concen- 


trations of cobalt in water but 
there is no health standard with 
which to compare them. 


The survey took 714 samples 


of water last October and No- 
vember, 
including 154 from 


public water sources; 512 below 
municipal-industrial com- 
plexes; and 48 from remote 
"benchmark" sites. 


Some 8 per cent of all sam- 


ples contained 
toxic 
metals 


above health limits for drinking 
water, and another 22 per cent 
at undesirable levels. This rela- 
tionship held generally true in 
all three categories of sample.

Hoffa, it could set the condition 
that he not be permitted to re- 
sume control of the union, but 
legal sources said Hoffa prob- 
ably could tie up such a deci- 
sion in the courts and continue 
to run the union while the issue 
is decided. 


Hoffa's 
five-year term 
as 


Teamsters president expires in 
July and the union will hold 
elections at its Miami Beach 
convention. Most union sources 
have predicted Hoffa would win 
easily if he is available to run. 
If he were unavailable, the 
sources said his hand-picked 
stand-in, 
acting 
President 


Frank E. Fitzsimmons, prob- 
ably would be elected to the 
$100,000-a-year post. 


Hoffa has been in the federal 


penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa., 
since 1967 serving an eight-year 
sentence for jury tampering. 
He became eligible for parole 
on thaj sentence last October, 
but his first bid for freedom 
was denied at that time. 


Last January the Supreme 


Court upheld a five-year sen- 
tence given Hoffa 
for mail 


fraud. 
But 
it 
is 
an 
in- 


determinate sentence meaning 
Hoffa need not serve any of it 
before being eligible for parole. 


Among the key considerations 


by the board in ruling on 
Hoffa's parole: his department 
in prison, the probability that 
he will not violate the law 
again and how his release 
might affect the public interest. 


The Parole Board's decision 


will end the controversy that 
began last Friday when The 
Associated Press reported that 
sources inside and outside the 
Justice

Hoffa would be released be- 
cause of heavy political pres- 
sure on the Nixon adminis- 
tration.

President Nguyen Van Thieu 


told reporters at Don Ha, South 
Vietnamese headquarters, that 
the raiders "landed five min- 
utes ago and attacked a North 
Vietnamese base in Base Area 
611. Operation Lam Son 719 is 
still going on and the South 
Vietnamese army is still on the 
attack, despite the pullback of 
some units into Vietnam." 


Lam Son 719 was the code 


name for the 22,000-man South 
Vietnamese 
drive 
into Laos 


now ended. The base area he 
referred to is south of the re- 
gion 
swept 
during 
the 
in- 


cursion. 


Two battalions of North Viet- 


namese troops carried out the 
attack on Due Due, launching a 
heavy barrage and ground at- 
tack Sunday night and seizing 
and holding most of the town 
Monday and Tuesday. They 
were withdrawing today. 


At least 200 Vietnamese civil- 


ians were reported killed or 
wounded, and 18 regional mi- 
litiamen were killed and 36 
wounded. 


Field reports said about 1,000 


houses were burned but the 
North Vietnamese failed to pen- 
etrate the U.S. district advisory 
team 'compound. They blew up 
the team house and a senior 
adviser's bunker outside. One 
American 
was 
wounded 


slightly. 


In the raid into Laos, U.S. 


and South Vietnamese officers 
said, the 200-300 men taking 
part were members of the elite 
Hac Bao or Black Panther 
Strike Force and the 1st Recon- 
naissance Company.

swept the upper floors of an 
apartment building early today. 
Fire officials said four persons 
died, 12 were injured and oth- 
ers were missing in the glaze of

ment, said there had been two 
other fires of suspicious origin 
in the five-story brick structure 
during the past year.

just after 12:30 a.m., and res- 
cued about 40 persons on lad- 
ders from apartment windows.

writes in part: "I wonder 
what the world's record for 
chucking a contract is. Just 
the other day my partner 
was playing three no-trump. 
West opened the 10 of hearts 
and in one-tenth of a second 
my partner had covered with 
dummy's jack. It took him 
five minutes to play the rest 
of the hand but the contract 
was out the window as soon 
as he got his grimy hand on 
that jack of hearts." 


We really sympathize with 


our correspondent. If South 
had taken time out to think 
at trick one he would have 
seen that his correct play 
was to play a low heart from 
dummy. South could be sure 
of nine tricks if West held 
the q u e e n of h e a r t s . He 
would also be sure of nine 
tricks against the actual dis- 
tribution provided he played 
low from both hands. He 
would still be in trouble it 
that 10 of hearts had been a 
s i n g l e t o n but then there 
would be no way to bring the 
contract home. 


Incidentally, the defense 


must have played very care- 
fully while South was trying 
to work out of the hole he 
had put himself in. 


We can't give South any 


laurel wreaths for his bid- 
ding either. He might well 
have tried a two-heart call 
at his second turn to bid in- 
stead of leaping into no- 
trump. N o r t h would have 
raised hearts and we doubt 
if South could have found a 
way to go down at four 
hearts. In fact, we believe 
that he m i g h t well have 
come up with an overtrick if 
he just played his two top 
trumps as a starter.

Ombudsman 
Has Time 
With Title 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government's new ombudsman 
for business has a hard tune 
pronouncing his own title. And 
he isn't particularly anxious to 
listen to complaints. 


"Basically, I'll be an ex- 


pediter and accelerator of the 
flow of services to business," 
said Thomas E. Drumm, 61, a 
veteran Commerce Department 
official named to the post Tues- 
day. 


Drumm doesn't regard him- 


self as an ombudsman in the 
traditional sense, a government 
employee who is supposed to be 
part public relations man, part 
public 
defender 
and 
part 


trouble shooter. 


While he will hear business- 


men's criticism of government, 
he says he will focus primarily 
on letting industry know what 
the government has to offer. 


"Businessmen 
just 
don't 


know about the resources that 
are 
available," 
he 
said. 


"They're amazed when they 
hear about them." 


Drumm said he expects most 


of his work will deal with gov- 
ernment buying, letting busi- 
nesses know how to go about 
selling to one of the biggest 
customers in the world. 


But he says he will not be in- 


teiveiling in specific cases be- 
fore federal regulating agencies 
or in negotiations of contracts. 


Neither will he be very help- 


ful for businessmen who may 
get into tax trouble with the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 


"Our whole pitch is going to 


be constructive and useful—not 
to get in any confrontations," 
Drujum saiJ. 


With the spring gardening 


season at hand, many Hemp- 
stead County gardeners would do 
well to consider the use of 
mulches for either vegetable or 
flower production, according to 
George F. Brown, district 
conservationist. 


A good mulch can produce a 


multitude of benefits, he added. 
It prevents erosion by reducing 
soil blowing and washing; it 
keeps the soil cool and conserves 
moisture; it helps eliminate 
weed problems; and it adds 
organic matter to the soil. 


Compost is probably the best 


mulch you can use, but many 
other materials are satisfactory. 
Among the better ones that are 
widely available are grass 
clippings, sawdust, and straw. 


To begin with, you spread from 


three to six inches of material 
around the plants, making sure 
that none of them are covered. 
The layer must be kept deep 
enough to do the job and it is 
usually 
necessary 
to add 


mulching material from time to 
time. 


Sawdust makes a better mulch 


if it is well rotted. If not, you 
should add a cup of ammonium 
nitrate to each bushel of fresh 
sawdust before applying it. The 
same is true of straw and other 
materials low in nitrogen. 


When grass clippings are used, 


it is best to mix them with other 
mulch materials because they 
tend to pack down and keep 
water from entering the soil if 
they are used alone.

A Merit System for 
State Employes Has 
Cleared the House

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers' proposal to cre- 
ate a comprehensive merit sys- 
tem for state employes cleared 
the Arkansas Senate Tuesday 
22-2. 


Already 
approved 
by 
the 


House, the bill lacks only House 
concurrence in minor Senate 
amendments and Bumpers' sig- 
nature to become law. It would 
not take effect until July 1, 1973. 


The bill sets up procedures 


governing the hiring, training, 
promotion and dismissal of state 
employes. It would extend merit 
system protection to 7,000 to 9,- 
000 state employes. 


The state already has a merit 


system, but it covers employes 
of only the state Welfare, Health 
and Labor departments, 
the 


Employment Security Division 
and other health-related com- 
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missions and departments. 


Most state employes would be 


taken into the new system auto- 
matically, but all future hiring 
would be done under merit pro- 
cedures. 


The Senate, in other action, 


concurred in House amendments 
to a Senate bill setting the max- 
imum salaries for the directors 
of the 13 principal departments 
created by the governmental re- 
organization plan. 


The amendments reduced the 


proposed salary for the director 
of Public Safety from $20,000 to 
$18,500 annually, Higher Educa- 
tion from $25,000 to $22,000, 
Health from $25,000 to $24,500, 
Pollution Control and Ecology 
from $20,000 to $13,500 and the 
Education 
Department 
from 


$25,000 to $22,000. 


The House amended the State 


Hospital appropriation to in- 
crease the allocation for region- 
al mental health centers from 
$238,000 to $370,000 in the next 
fiscal year from $261,000 to 
$383,000 in the following year. 


Rep. Ernest Cunningham of 


Helena, who offered the amend- 
ment, said the money for the 
centers would come from sal- 
ary funds allocated to the State 
Hospital. 


The House approved the ap- 


propriation for the University of 
Arkansas at Fayetteville 94-0 af- 
ter turning down a request by 
Rep. Hugh Kincaid of Fayette- 
ville that it consider his amend- 
ment to raise the salaries of a 
number of professional and non- 
professional employes by 12 per 
cent over the biennium. 


The representatives passed a 


bill 86-0 that would appropriate 
$250,000 to construct up to five 
district State Police headquar- 
ters. The House was told that 
the measure also would qualify 
the state for $449,000 in federal 
funds to help construct a new 
state administration building for 
the State Police. 


Rep. Steve Smith of Hunts- 


ville, who opposed the bill, said 
the new district headquarters 
would be built at Forrest City, 
Newport, Hope, Little Rock and 
Harrison. He said the construc- 
tion of the Harris facility would 
be a waste of money since there 
is a 'building at nearby Hunts- 
ville that is available for use. 
The State Police has vacated 
the building in a move from 
Huntsville.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Army has the option of cancel- 
ing on 24-hour notice its $10.6 
million prime-time recruiting 
campaign if the Vietnam fight- 
ing escalates or if the United 
States becomes involved in an- 
other war elsewhere. 


The escape clause is written 


into contracts with the nation's 
three major television networks 
and more than 1,200 radio sta- 
tions carrying the Army's soft- 
sell recruiting message. 


Known on Madison Avenue as 


a catastrophe or strike clause, 
"it gives the Army protection 
in case something drastic hap- 
pens," explained Don Reath, 
spokesman for N.W. Ayre & 
Son, the Army's 
advertising 


agency. 


Airlines use a similar clause 


to pull their ads from news- 
papers and broadcast stations 
on short notice should one of 
their planes crash. 


"It's just good sense," said 


Reath. "If something drastic 
happens, you want your money 
back." 


In the Army's case, the con- 


tract provides cancelation of 
the 13-week advertising pro- 
gram "upon 24 hours" notice in 
the event of the involvement of 
U.S. armed forces in a military 
engagement in foreign territory 
other than the present 
in- 


volvement in Indochina or in 
the event of a significant esca- 
lation of the 
Indochina 
in- 


volvement."

Dear Dr. Lamb—I just had 


an appendectomy and was 
told by the surgeon that it 
had been chronic and then 
turned acute. He found it to 
be perforated. When I asked 
what this meant, he told me 
that the next step would have 
been peritonitis. Can you ; x- 
plain this? 


Dear Reader—Chronic ap- 


pendicitis is usually con- 
sidered to be rather rare. 
Intermittent attacks of pain, 
not c l e a r l y appendicitis, 
sometimes are noted before 
a definite attack occurs. 


Appendicitis simply means 


inflammation of the appen- 
dix. The appendix is a small, 
fingerlike projection at the 
blind end of the large intes- 
tine. When it is inflamed, it 
becomes enlarged and swol- 
len. In the process, with the 
pressure inside of it, the ap- 
pendix sometimes ruptures 
or 
perforates. T h e 
hole 


through the wall of the ap- 
pendix then allows juices and 
contents from the intestinal 
tract to leak out into the 
abdominal cavity. 


The abdominal cavity is 


completely lined with a thin 
membrane which we call the 
peritoneum. The

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have 


had pus in my urine and, 
after e x t e n s i v e examina- 
tions, was found to have 
prostatitis. If a man has to 
have his prostate removed, 
can he still have sex rela- 
tions? 


Dear Header—We are con- 


cerned with the ending 1TIS 
in m e d i c a l terminology. 
Prostatitis means inflamma- 
tion of the prostate gland. 
The tiny prostate gland sur- 
rounds the urethral tube that 
allows urine to flow out of 
the bladder, inflammation of 
this small gland is very com- 
mon in men. This can be an 
a c u t e infection, including 
some of the types of bacteria 
that are normally present in 
the intestinal tract Acute in- 
lections of this sort

cause pain and even fever. 
It the bacteria can be identi- 
fied, the proper antibiotic 
is administered.

SECTION 1: That Section 13-12 


of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Hope, Arkansas, is 
hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


"There shall be charged, 


assessed and collected from each 
residential premise within the

business premise within said city 
limits a monthly amount, to be 
determined and approved by the 


other NHL Board of Directors, from time to 


Min- time, sufficient to cover the cost 


of collection and disposal of 
garbage and rubbish, and other 
environmental health activities, 
as provided by Section 13-5 of the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Hope, Arkansas. The health 
program fees, as determined 
from time to time, shall include 
but not be limited to the cost of 
additional equipment as needed, 
cost of replacement of equip- 
ment as needed, and other 
capital assets required by said 
city in performing the service of 
garbage and rubbish collection 
and other environmental health 
activities. A schedule of such 
fees as approved by the Board of 
Directors shall be filed with the 
city clerk and become a public 
record subject to the inspection 
of any person or firm for a period 
of time not less than 30 days prior 
to the effective date thereof. The 
Board of Directors shall, from 
time to time, review and revise 
such schedule of fees as may be 
necessary to insure that they are 
ample to cover the cost of service

treasurer shall collect

health program fees either 
through the water department as 
a separate item on each water 
bill or by any other practical 
means of collection. In order to 
add equipment as needed, and to 
replace vehicles and other 
equipment when needed, there is 
hereby created a separate 
sinking fund to be known as 
"Equipment 
Replacement 


Fund" into which the city 
treasurer shall pay monthly 
from the garbage and rubbish 
fees collected a rateable amount 
of

replacement cost of machinery, 
land, and equipment used in the 
health program, based on an 
estimate

sanitation department and ap- 
proved by the City Board of 
Directors, which fund is to be 
used only for the addition, 
replacement or substitution of 
vehicles and other capital 
equipment required and used in 
the collection of garbage and 
rubbish and other environmental 
health activities in the city of 
Hope, Arkansas. Upon the ap- 
proval or revision of the schedule 
of fees from time to time, a 
notice shall be published in a 
newspaper once a week for two 
consecutive weeks, at least 30 
days prior to the effective date of 
said fees, which notice shall be 
substantially in the following 
form:
